When  Daniel  saw  the  vision 
of  four  beasts  he  saw  first  (the  vision)  of  the  children 
of  Cham,  seed  of  Nemrod,  who  (are)  the  Babylonians, 
and  secondly  (that)  of  the  Persians  and  of  the  Medes 
who  are  of  the  children  of  Japhet,  and  thirdly  (that) 
of  the  Greeks,  the  brothers  of  the  Medes  and  fourthly 
(that)  of  the  children  of  Sem,  who  are  the  children 
of  Esau.  20.  (Antiochus)  defiled,  the  holy  place  and 
brought  to  an  end  the  sacrifice  and  oblations  for  a 
week  and  half  of  a  week  (of  years)  which  make  ten 
and  a  half  years  (lit.  ten  years  and  half  of  a  year).  21. 
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They  were  given  up  to  his  hands  until  a  time  of  times 
and  half  of  a  time  ;  which  time  and  half  of  a  time 
are  a  week  and  its  half,  which  are  ten  and  a  half  years. 
22.  They  ate  Pasch  on  the  fourteenth  of  the  first 
month,  which  is  April  (Nisan)  the  month  of  flowers, 
the  first  month,  (the  month)  of  the  year.  23.  From 
the  sixth  hour  to  the  ninth  there  was  darkness  and  He 
gave  up  His  spirit  to  His  Father  at  the  ninth  hour.  24. 
Noe  and  his  children  were  in  the  ark  for  twelve  months 
and  ten  days  till  they  went  out.  25.  I  will  send  you 
mv  blessings  in  the  sixth  year  and  it  will  make  the 
harvest  of  three  years —  of  the  sixth  and  the  seventh 
and  the  eighth —  and  you  shall  eat  of  the  harvest  of 
the  sixth  year  till  the  ninth  year.  26.  That  youngest 
of  them  was  about  eleven  years  old,  more  or  less.  27.

seven  hundred  and  twenty.  34.  And  it  happened  ir 
the  seventh  year  on  the  tenth  of  the  fifth  month  (that 
men  of  (lit.  from)  the  ancients  of  Israel  came  to  as 
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ot  the  Lord,  and  they  sat  before  me.  35.  In  the  ninth 
year  of  Sedecias,  King  of'  Juda,  in  the  tenth  month, 
came  Nabukodonosor,  king  of  Babylon,  (he)  and  all 
his  army  against  Jerusalem  and  besieged  it;  and  in  the 
eleventh  year  of  king  Sedecias  in  the  fifth  month, 
on  the  ninth  of  the  same  month,  the  city  was  opened. 
36.  The  king's  scribes  w^re  called  at  that  time,  in 
the  third  month  which  is  June,  on  the  three  and  twenti¬ 
eth  of  the  same  month,  and  they  wrote  everything 
Mardocheus  had  written  against  the  Jews,  to  the 
commanders-in-chief,  and  to  the  lords  and  chieftains  of 
cities  from  India  to  Ethiopia,  one  hundred  and  twenty 
seven  cities  (to)  the  city  according  to  its  letter,  and 
to  the  people  according  to  their  (lit.  its)  language  and 
to  ahe  Jews  according  to  their  letter  and  their  language. 
3  7.  In  the  year  four  hundred  and  sixty  of  the  reign 
of  the  Greeks  which  is  the  year  fifteen  of  the  reign  oi 
the  all  powerful  king,  our  lord  Trojan  Caesar,  in  the 
consulship  of  Comodos  and  Cvrilos  (Kurilos)  in  the 
month  of  September  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  it,  the  faith¬ 
ful  of  the  city  entered  before  him  (the  judge).  38  In 
the  month  of  August  of  the  year  six  hundred  and  twenty 
of  the  reign  of  Alexander  of  Macedon  Licenis  (him¬ 
self  )  made  persecution  against  the  church  and  all  the 
Christian  people.  39.  And  that  word  was  in  preservation 
for  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty  four  years 
after  the  imposition  of  the  Law  and  the  word  is  four 
hundred  and  thirty  years  prior  to  the  Law  40.  For, 
in  the  days  of  Noe,  because  of  the  wickedness  of  men, 
He  the  Lord)  promised  that  the  days  of  man  would  be 
one  hundred  and  twenty  years,  and  in  the  year  six 
hundred  of  the  life  of  Noe  (ie.,  when  Noe  was  six 
hundred  years  old)  he  blotted  them  out.  41.  For,  thus 
is  written  by  David  in  the  ninetieth  Psalm:  ^Thousand 
years  in  the  eyes  of  the  Lord  (are)  as  the  day  of  yester¬

the  faithful  kings  who  do  good  to  Thy  people  and 

spare  the  sheep  saved  by  Thy  name,  and  strengthen 

them  by  Thy  mercy,  and  let  them  be  unconquerable 

bv  their  enemies.

For,  if  it  (Sabbath'  was 
between  death  and  life  and  between  iniquity  and 
righteousness  to  those  just  men,  whose  name  I  have 
mentiond  above,  Sabbath  was  given  to  them  so  that 
they  might  observe  (it)  and  live.  40.  And  those  very 
canons  we  have  followed,  some  of  us  by  constraint  of 
necessity,  and  some  of  us  by  (good)  will.  41.  And  some 
of  the  saints  they  destroyed  (killed)  with  sword  and 
others  they  commited  to  burning  by  fire.  42.  O!  Son 
of  God,  let  Thy  compassion  be  an  intercessor  for  my 
debility  (ie.  for  me  who  am  feeble)  and  let  it  speak 
sweetly  with  you  on  my  behalf;  let  it  speak  mourningly 
with  you  for  my  concealment  (for  me  who  am  in  con¬ 
cealment)  “by  Thy  grace  give  life  to  this  man  al¬ 
though  he  is  unworthy’’.

He  said  to  the  paralytic:  “rise,  take  th'y 
bed  and  go  to  thy  house5'.  47.  When  thy  enemy  falls 
thou  shalt  not  rejoice  and  when  he  is  upset  let  thy 
heart  not  exult  lest  the  Lord  may  see  and  be  disple¬ 
ased  in  His  eyes  and  He  may  turn  away  His  anger 
from  him.  48.  If  a  wise  (man)  will  get  near  a  wise 
and  erudite  man  he  will  sit  and  remain  near  him  till 
he  understands  his  words,  and  if  he  sees  them  good 
and  pleasant,  and  full  of  knowledge  and  sense,  from 
that  time  (onwards)  he  will  desire  to  hear  and  learn 
all  his  words.  49.  Why,  then,  this  world  was  created, 
and  why  it  passeth  away,  and  why  this  body  exists  aitd 
why  it  falleth,  and  why  it  standeth,  thou  art  not  able 
to  know  unless  (when)  thou  shalt  have  lifted  up  thy 
head  from  this  sleep  in  which  thou  art  sunken.

32.  The  exalted  One  (God)  will  exalt  him  who  re¬ 
mains  humble  in  his  nature.  33.  He,  whose  hands  are 
entangled  with  iniquity  is  not  a  just  man.  34.  Truth 
is  odious  and  detestable  in  the  eyes  of  him  whose 
mouth  is  filled  with  falsehood.  35.  The  sons  of  the 
just  man,  who  walketh  in  simplicity)  are  happy  after 
him.  36.  He  that  curses  his  father  and  his  mother, 
his  lamp  shall  be  put  out  as  dark  pupil.  37.  The 
poor  shall  rule  over  the  rich  and  the  servant  shall  lend 
to  him  who  was  lending  to  him.  38.  Many  are  the 
injuries  of  the  imprudent  ruler  and  the  days  of  him 
who  hates  deceit  shall  be  prolonged.  39.  He  that 
gives  to  the  poor  will  not  be  in  want,  the  curse  of 
him  who  turns  his  eyes  from  the  poor  shall  increase. 
40.  Of  the  prince  who  hears  false  words  all  the  ser¬ 
vants  will  be  wicked.  41.  And  lo  !  helps  flow  out  to 
men  from  the  bones  of  the  blessed  martyrs  who  made 
light  of  sufferings  and  torments  and  suffered  all  afflic¬ 
tions.  42.  Oh,  the  merciful  sea,  Thou  hast  forgiven 
debts  and  sins  of  the  sinner  (woman)  who  washed  Thy 
feet.  43.  Oh  Lord,  let  Thy  right  hand  clothe  our 
departed  ones,  who  wore  Thee  from  the  waters  of 
baptism,  with  the  stole  of  glory  in  Thy  kingdom. 
44.  And  the  same  John’s  garment  was  of  camel’s  hair 
and  round  his  loins  was  a  leathern  girdle  and  his  food 
locusts  and  wild  honey.  45.  The  spirit  which  Saul 
received  when  he  was  anointed,  departed  from  him 
because  he  afflicted  it.  46.  The  face  of  him  who  steals 
is  confounded  and  he  labours  and  toils  until  he  is 
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condoned.  47.  Because  you  have  trampled  upon  the 
poor  and  have  taken  away  the  choice  offerings  from 
him,  you  will  not  live  in  the  houses  you  have  built  of 
hewn-stones  nor  will  you  drink  of  the  covetable  vine¬ 
yards  you  have  planted.  48-  The  Chaldeans  accused 
Daniel,  and  the  Jews  accused  Jesus  before  the  governor. 
49.  You  advise  him  who  is  ashamed  to  disclose  his 
pain,  not  to  hide  (it)  from  you.  50.  Thou  hast  con¬ 
doned  the  sins  of  Senffon  Peter,  who  denied  Thee, 
(and)  have  mercy  upon  me  who  have  taken  refuge 
in  Thee.  Sl.^And  let  the  cross  of  ChrLt?be  the  keeper 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  house,  which  has  been  dedi¬ 
cated  tor  the  honour  of  the  glory  of  the  Lord  and  for 
the  veneration  of  the  saint’s  relics  (bones),  (for)  all  the 
days  of  the  world.

Why  do 
you  trouble  the  woman  ?  33.  How  do  you  not  fear  the 
order  of  the  kings?  34.  How  will  I  do  this  great  evil 
and  sin  against  God  ?  35.  And  at  this  time  who  is  the 

wise  physician  that  will  stand  at  the  breach  and  repair 
the  fence?  36.  Where  are  those  rebels  who  rebelled 
against  the  service  of  our  majesty  and  scorned  our 
terrible  commands  and  despised  the  service  of  our 
majesty  ?  37.  What  shall  I  do  to  you  my  son  John, 

for,  the  end  of  your  life  is  quite  at  hand  ?  Who  can 
console  me  after  your  death?

For,  is  He  (God) 
of  the  Jews  alone?  and  not  of  the  gentiles?  Yes,  He 
is  also  (God)  of  the  gentiles.

The  king 
said  to  him:  all  the  buildings  are  built  in  summer  and 
you  build  in  winter?  51.  He  turned  a  little  from  the 
way  and  saw  the  corpse  of  a  handsome  young  man 
thrown  down  and  said  :  is  it  for  this  trial  that  Thou, 
Lord,  hast  sent  me  out  to  this  place?  52.  What  to 
us  and  to  thee  son  of  the  holy  mysteries  of'  the  Son  of 
God  ?  Why  do  you  desire  to  destroy  us  as  our  time 
has  not  yet  arrived  ?  Why  do  y  *u  seek  to  take  away 
the  power  that  has  been  given  to  us  while  we  still  have 
hope  in  it?  53.  And  she  was  thinking  in  her  soul 
and  saying:  “are  they  perhaps  my  two  sons:  for,  lo, 
they  relate  those  which  happened  to  me  and  to  their 
father  and  to  themselves  ;  but  will  it  be  that  they  are 
who  narrated  one  another?  54.  And  he  related  to 
her  how  it  destroyed  them  55.  And  Jolitha  answered 
and  said  to  her  son:  “tell  me  my  son  whom  do  you 
fear?  and  which  God  do  you  adore”?  56.  The  gover¬ 
nor  said:  “so  you  are  willing  to  depart  from  this  world 
miserably”?  57.  The  blessed  said  :  “wicked  and  heart¬ 
less  man  do  you  not  see  the  crowns  of  the  triumphant 
(martyrs)  (which  are)  placed  on  their  heads  ?  But  you 
ask  us  “what  have  you  seen  (for  the  fact)  that  you  have 
believed?”  58.  What  do  you  say?  Is  it  not  possible 
for  you  to  offer  sacrifice  to  our  lords,  gods,  and  to  do 
the  will  of  the  king  of  the  country?  59.  It  is  not 
known  whether  he  was  hidden  under  the  corpses  oj 
the  slain  or  whether  he  cast  himself  into  the  see.  60. 
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The  thief  does  not  at  all  know  whether  the  master  of 
the  house  is  within  it  (house)  or  not.  61.  You  asked 
on:e  again  whether  the  saints  and  the  just  are  always 
found  on  earth.  62.  That  I  may  know  Christ,  whe¬ 
ther  He  is  the  real  truth.  63.  While  he  saw  his  dignity 
with  what  a  humble  demeanour  he  stood  at  the  head 
of  the  people.  64.  I  will  let  you  know  also  from 
what  time  those  causes  acquired  strength  (were  streng¬ 
thened).  65.  And  he  praises  God,  that  such  a  stern 
and  rapacious  father  had  begotten  such  a  just,  gene¬ 
rous  and  compassionate  son.  66.  And  we  will  listen 
to  his  command  in  order  that  perhaps,  on  account  of 
our  request  of  him  lie  may  build.  67.  He  shortened 
the  measure  of  his  days  lest  the  measure  of  his  sins 
might  become  too  long  and  overpowering.  68.  What 
shall  we  say  about  this  ?  Is  it  that  the  children  of 
Israel  have  received  the  kingdom  of  the  High?  God 
forbid  !  Or  is  it  that  the  people  have  reached  (some¬ 
how)  to  the  clouds  of  heaven  ?
